What are dinosaurs? 

The word dinosaur comes from two Greek words moaning “ore lizard”

Dinosaurs first appeared on the earth about 220 millon years ago. They 
lived during the Mesozoic Era or the Age of the Floptles, atime whon ropties 
"dominated the lang, sky and saa. The Masazoic Era s divided into Ive. 
race; the Tassie, the Jurassic and the Cretaceous, Some dinosaurs 
ved during only one or two periode. some existod throughout Ih whole ora. 


What did they look like? 

There were hundreds of different types of dinosaurs which varied a lotin size 
and appearance, Somo dinosaurs walked on tour legs. some on twa. Some, 
lke the Stegosaurus, had pates along ts back. Others had bone domes and 
Crowns on their heads like tho Triceratops. Evan stranger ones had duckbilis 





and spikes, But al dinosaurs can bo divided into two groups: he Omihis- 
hans (brd-hippsd dinosaurs) and the Saunischians (lzald-ipped dio 
Saurs) Few dinosaurs however, where as small as today's birds and lizar, 


The smallest dinosaurs were the size ot chickens. Other dinosaurs ware the 
sizo of dogs or avon ol man, bul the most giganti dinosaurs woro tha largos! 
Aramais ever o ve on land. 


“The Brontosaunus or "thunder iar was so heavy and long (each ona around 
BON) fat scentieis believed its huge fect mado tremendous noise when i 
walked. Some weighed as much as ten times that ol a ll-groi elephant! 
Diplodocus was even longer, at mes as great as 90t., and the Tyrannosaurus 
Rex. tha most ferocious dinosaur al al, 10 al just a the hips! 








dinosaurs like today’ 
In somo ways dinosaurs were very much Ike the reptles of today. Many had 
scaly skin, we and bonos Ika tho zar, Some lad eggs and waro a» 
intliqont as tho croco le. But dinosaurs varied very much hom today's 
replies too. Modern teplles would never grow as large as tho dinosaurs did, 
and ew have tho samo postura. Todays zrds, lutis and crocodiles have 
logs which extend out rom their bodies. Dinosaurs had legs that stood 
under their bodies, pushing hom ua fram tho ground and allowing many to 
‘sland on thair ind fags, This also helped them to move taster on land. 








Dinosaurs ved in most parts of the world and In al diferent typos of sot: 
lings. Thay could be found in forests, swamps, plains, deserts and beaches 
Just lia the ones we have today, but ving of course with dflront plants and 
animals. 


Scientists bellevo that today's continents usod to form ono largo land mass 
surrounded by a great sea. During the Mesozoic era when the dinosaurs 
"ved. the land mass began to separate. Tho dinosaurs could still raach all 
parts of the land, but the land was slowly changing. The seas that used 1o 
‘caver North America began to drain and the Rocky Mountains slarod to 
form. This mage the weather change bit by bi. Dinosaurs probably lived 





mostly in a tropical climata with a dey and a rainy season. Near the coast ho. 
alt was probably moat and mild. In hne desart t was more hot and dry. 


What did the dinosaurs eat? 
Dinosaurs wore olor plant eators (herbivores) Ike Ihe Stegosaurus or meat 
alors (camivaras) Ike Ihe Tyrannosaurus 





Horbivoros alo water plants and leaves which they reached with their long 
necks or Iron paws, depending on which thoy had. Tha talast plant cani 
dinosaurs could reach tho ops of reos that wore 20 ft high! Herbivores 
endod to have large stomachs and specialized teeth that helped to digest 
the tough leaves they lived of of. 








Carnivores also had special anatomical features for geting food. Many hud 
huge sharp teoth and claws for grabbing thair pray. Some smallor carn: 
rous dinosaurs had teeth as small as human teeth. But all had extremely. 
strong jaw muscles to halp hom chow and clonch thoir food. Ia balovod. 
thal somo dinosaurs were scavengers ite today's vultures and lad on dead 
animals. Other dinosaurs wore bolicvod to hunt in packs Iko wolves, cling 
‘and attaching thoi prey. 





Who was the largest carnivore of all? 
The Tyrannosaurus or tar izard" was te largest and meanest carnivore 
fal. irs teth alone were six inches long. Ha could have swallowed a. 








small plant eator whole! Tho Tyrannosaurus stood 20 ft. high and 46. eet 

long, Mis massiva body weighed eight tons, zo big that some scientists 

ballove at he could only have wactted and led on smal creatures. ick 

animals and doad dinosaurs. Othors disagree. Thay say ho could have 

chased his prey at forty mies par hour! So ferca was Ine Tyrannosaurus that 

famelimes ho word ex org s adde 1o his namo, making m kg of 
ho tyrants. 





What happended to the dinosaurs? 
The dinosaurs first appeared on the earth 220 milion years ago and then 
mysteriously disappeared 65 milion years ago, No one knows tor sure what 
happened to them, but scientists hava many ideas. 








Sme bollove that a comet or asteroid hit the earth and caused bill 
tons of dust. The dust blocked out the sunlight and killed th plants, Tho. 
hherbwores had nothing o eat and died. Whon the herbivores ded, the 
‘amivores Nad no 1008 and died as well 


Others think hat he changing climate caused by tho lands movoment during. 
the Cretaceous period was loo hare forthe dinosaurs to adjust to. Maybe it 
ot 100 cold and dinosaurs could survive bacause they had no fur or 
feathers lo protect hom. Mammals who did have fur and leathers and who 
‘ould hibernate during cold times did survive and stil Ivo today 


Perhaps it is a combination of these two thearies and probably other reasons 
100 fna tho dinosaurs disappeared. Orly through research and discovery 


veil man ever hope lo uncover the reason lor fne dinosaurs’ extincion. 
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
